Washington, Jan. 17. -A meeting of 
the senate fiuouce committee wm hf*ld 
yeaterday afternoon for the purpose of 
oOMtdering Beontaiy CarlUe'a letter 
•ad tond bill. After the oonoltuion of 
. tht meeting Senator Voorhees, as chair- 
mStX of the committee, hdiidi'd to an Ab- 
Bociat«Hl Press rt'i)n>8entative the state- 
ment given l)elow. In making it he aaid 
he did not assume to represent the viewa 
of the entire oommittee, and yet he Imew 
of no oppodtion in the committee to the 
opinionB expressed. Tir Ruhmitted his 
statement to the full couimittee befon 
giving it to the piil.Iic. It ia oa follows 
"The eml)arras8e<i condition of the 
treasnnr and the neoeaiity for prompt 
action for its rolief are folly leoUzed 
There is not the slightcBt ground, how 
evtr, for api)r«>hen8ion that the public 
credit vcill suffer or be t■ndall^'erc'd for 
the reason that ample authority already 
exists by law for the secretary of the 
treasury to strengthen his coin reaarre to 
any extent required and to meeCev«ry 
demand that pan be legitimate 

"The power of the secretary for the 
issue of bonds needs nothing beyond 
what is given by the act of Jan. 14, 1877. 
The only desirable object to be attained 
by newlegislation at this time on that 
■nbject is to make a shorter time bond 
with a lower rate of interest, and yet the 
secretary feels assured that he can n 
tiate bonds issued under the act of 18?5, 
nnaing only 10 yean on pnctodlya 
, 8-per cent Imsis. 

"It seems, therefore, that it would be 
wiser, safer and better for the financial 
and busineas interests of the country to 
rely upon eziatiiig law with which to 
meet the present emeigenoy rather than 
to encounter the delays and unoertain- 
tiaa always inoideot to protract< d di^^- 
oamka in the two honaeaof congitss. 
Thia view of the condition of the treasury 
admits of bat little, if any. delay, and of 
no uncertainty at all in the final action 
to be taken. 

"It would be trifling with a very grave 
affair to pretend that new lep^slatiou 
oondernhig the issue of \mn\m can be at - 
oompUahea at this time, and in the midst 
of pnaent elements and parties in pulv 
Be nfe, with elaborate, extensive and 
practically indeAnite debate. It is also 
obvions to every ooe that the considera- 
tion and disctUHlon of tho tariff now 
going on in congress will render anv 
financial legislation at tlii.s time far more 
dilBcult and tompUcatetl than it might 
be under another and circnnLstHJicfs. 

"It is proper to say in this coimtu ticm 
that the senate finance connnittee, lor 
several weeks paat, has had this wuliject 
undtT alnioHt coiiwtant cojisideratinu and 
that the bill submitted by Mr. Carlisle 
has been exaniint'd and diaooaaad with 
the greatent caro. 

"The interest of the committee will by 
no means be abated from this tinic for- 
wanl. Tho fact that itmcli rcinfiins to 
be done is fully refognize*!. Whatever 
deftdeooy in the revenues may e.xiHt dur- 
ing the current fiscal year will be 
jirumptly provided for by api)i-opriate 
anti efficient legislation at tlie the earh 
estpnu-'ticable moment." 

llie senate finance committee author 
izes Senat«r V(X)rhee8 to introduce the 
Carlisle bill in the senate and also to pre 
sent the letter from the secretary of the 
treasury for the consideration of that 
body, which was done. This authoriza 
tion as to the introduction of the bill 
not intended to mean, however, that the 
committee has decided to make an effort 
to pass the bill through tho senate, or 
that it has giren it farther endorsement, 
than to allolr it to be printed and ro- 
ftazadtothe committee in the CMmlar 
iray for oppaide ration.

Washinoton, Jan. 17. The new jus 
tice of the United States supreme court 
'ft'ill lx.> named within a weak. The re- 
jection 01 Mr. Homblowerwaa antici- 
pated by the president when the judi 
dary committee decided to report ad 
veraely upon the nominatioo. llie pres 
ident baa urged senators fluently 
wifhin the pait month, to act on the 
name one way or the other. 

He pdinted oat that great conatitu 
tional qnestiona are to be decided, and 
he said that if Mr. Homblower waa to 
be rejected he deaiied to fill tiie vacaney 
by appointing aomeone else with the 
least possible delay. He has, oonse- 
miently, already made a selection, and 
that selection, as stated privately by 
Cleveland himself, is G^rge Gray, sen- 
ator from Delaware. 

Mr. Gray is a man of marke<l legal 
ability and has had a thorough judicial 
training, ff his nomination were sent 
to the senate any afternoon it could safe- 
ly Ix- preiLicted that he w. tild be con- 
ftrmed before night and could tl^ his 
seat on the bene !i ne.xt day. 

Mr. Gray holds the key to the situji- 
tion. If he ehoost s to r. .sign his Icds- 
lative pcxsition for the exalted .-^e^it on Ih. 
supreme bench he c:in have the ncpniina- 
tion. If he declines tho iiriKi<lcnt will 
select Koniione el.se. but New York, it is 
said, will not get the place in any ev -nt.

By Mr. Lyons, an act amending the 
law rolatlDir to adoption of minor chiU 
dren. 

By Mr. Beckner, an act relating to logs 
and timber, alao an act to pre^de for an 

official stenographer in all Circuit Court 
districts where there is a city of the first 
four classes. 

By Mr. Dnnbar, an act making the 
. carrying of concealed deadly weapons a 
felony punishable by confinement in the 
penitentiary for not leaa than one nor 
more than three yeara. 

By Joel Baker, an act relating to fire, 
marine and all except life inauranoe 
companies. « 

By Mr. Tompkins, a l)ill to amend the 
third-claaa cliarter so that assessments in 
these dtiea ahall be made in September 
in?tead of January, 

By Mr. Johnson, an act to prevent the 
oiKaniaation or oontinnanqa of cluba, 
companies, or associations, whose pur- 
poses are to #Bgulate, raise, or keep high- 
er than the regular market price, the 
price of any article, in any line of busi- 
ness, or to discriminate in trade against 
any person or claaa of persona. Alao a 
bill to make medical oollegea equal and 
coK>rdinate with pharmacentioal achoola 
in their power and authority toiaam cer- 
tiflcatea, lioMaea and diplomaa. 

By Mr. Jonea, an- act to reduce rate of 
taxation to 40 cents. 

By Mr. Hubbard, in act amending 
aixth-claaa chartera ao aa to empower 
the Board of Town TruRtees tO oae any 
aurpluB in the city treasury at the close 
(tf the fiacal year for city improvements. 

A bill ifl pending; in the House to pro- 
'TideSiieritlH and other otlicers with blanks 
and record books. 

The Tingloy bill to create the office of 
Dairy and Food Commissiuner was killed. 

A resolution was offered in the House 
atating that inasmuch as the official and 
clerical force in the Auditor's office now 
costs the State $13,600 per annum, and as 
a bill ia now pending to increase the same 
to $20,000, the Auditor be requested to 
rcpiirt to tlie House a list of the clerks 
and the salaries now paid, and to state 
the necessity for more. Jt waa adopted. 

Tlu* Conuiiittt'e on Agriculture Jand 
Manufactures reported favorably the 
bill regnlating the atandard of weights 
and measures in grain, coal etc. 

The Committee on Municipalities will 
report favorably a bill allowing fourth- 
class towns to extend their jurisdiction a 
halt mile from the i)resent limits. 

Another important measure now pend- 
ing is a bill which provides that instead 
of being looked after by the Board of Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners tlie manage- 
ment of the penitentiary shall be intrust- 
ed to a board of three commiaaioners to 
lie appointed by the Governor by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
They ahall hold office for four yeara and 
shall be authorized to lease the labor of 
the prison for a like number of years.
